Mayor Lea will not seek re-election in fall election

After serving the Town of Didsbury for nine years 
as our Mayor, Ray Lea says he won t be seeking re- 
election in the fall. 

Lea made the announcement at the April 18th coun¬ 
cil meeting and says it is a decision he won't regret. "I 
feel I have the done the best job I could have during 
the time I have been able to serve the town as their 
Mayor," Lea says. "I want to spend more time with my 
wife, my children, and my seven grandchildren. They 
have all been very supportive of me in the past and it's 
time to give something more back as well as focusing 
more attention on my own business (Ray Lea Con¬ 
struction).” 

During his tenure with the Town, Lea dedicated 
14-25 hours per week to his duties as Mayor; a fact he 
accepts as an essential part of carrying out his job 
successfully. "When you are on a job as a volunteer,

I just hope 
that whoever fills the position of Mayor, he or she 
realizes that they have to be willing to listen to every¬ 
thing the public has to say on any issue and not to 
expect that you will know everything. There is a lot 
to learn. You never stop.” 

Equally vital to the role of the next Mayor, Lea 


enough for how much they have contributed to the 
many, many successes we have experience.

Rules established for regional health authority elections 


New rules are in place to gov¬ 
ern candidate eligibility, the 
nomination process and other 
details relating to this Octo¬ 
ber's election of regional health 
authority members. 

"Interested Albertans now 
can evaluate their eligibility 
and make plans to run for elec¬ 
tion or stand for appointment," 
said Gary Mar, Minister of 
Health and Wellness. "Plans for 
the election and appointment 
process are now in place, and 
regional health authorities and 
municipalities can begin to 
move forward." 


Highlights of new govern¬ 
ment regulations under the Re¬ 
gional Health Authorities Act 
include: 

• Two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of each regional health au¬ 
thority will be elected. The 
Minister will appoint one-third 
of the board members no later 
than 30 days after the election. 
The term for elected and ap¬ 
pointed members in three 
years. 

• The Minister of Health 
and Wellness will appoint a re¬ 
turning officer for each re¬ 
gional health authority whose 


responsibilities will include re¬ 
ceiving nominations, compiling 
the results, declaring the re¬ 
sults and providing informa¬ 
tion to the public and media. 

• Eligibility requirements 
for candidates running for elec¬ 
tion are similar to the require¬ 
ments for municipal officials 
and school trustees. For exam¬ 
ple, every candidate must be 18, 
a Canadian citizen, resident of 
Alberta for six months, a resi¬ 
dent of the region, complete a 
special form that is signed by 
25 electors and deposit $200. 
The regulation also spells out 


Health Authority 5 joins province - 
wide Meningococcal immunization 


Health Authority 5 residents 
should watch for information 
about local meningococcal im¬ 
munization dates and times. As 
the province-wide program gets 
underway in the first week of 
May, Health Authority 5 will be 
gearing up for their own start 
date of May 14th. All HA5 resi¬ 
dents aged 2 to 24 who have 
not been immunized will be eli¬ 
gible. 

HA5’s meningococcal immu¬ 
nization program will be offered 
to all students from grades 1 - 
12 starting the week of May 
14th. Albertans between 2 & 
24 years, including 
preschoolers, students that 
miss the vaccination at school 
or who are under the age of 25 
and are not attending public 
school, can be immunized at 
special clinic days in June. 
Health Authority 5 is schedul¬ 
ing dates and places for immu¬ 
nizations in May and June, and 
will be informing residents, and 
staff through newspaper and 
radio advertisements, posters, 
school information, media amd 
MLA offices. Times and loca¬ 
tions will be announced as the 
date draws closer. 

Albertans should make 
every effort to be vaccinated in 
the health region in which they 
reside. Proof of age and resi¬ 
dence, such as driver's license, 
envelope address or student ID, 
is required; please wear short 
sleeves. The vaccine provides 
80 to 85 per cent protection 
asgainst developing meningo¬ 
coccal disease. The vaccine is 
safe with very few side effects. 
Albertans who have already 
been vaccinated in the last five 
years should not be vaccinated 
a second time. 

The provincal campaign, first 
announced in February, is a 
continuation of the province's 
successful meningitis immuni¬ 
zation programs in Calgary and 
Capital Health Authorities and 
surrounding regions. Over 


300,000 young Albertans were 
immunized in these two pro¬ 
grams. 

Meningococcal infection is 
caused by bacteria and can 
cause two serious diseases- 
meningococcal meningitis and 
meningococcemia. Meningitis 
is an inflammation or infection 
of the membrane that lines the 
brain and spinal cord. 
Meningococcemia is a more se¬ 
vere infection involving blood 
and many parts of the body. 
While antibiotics offer about a 
90 to 95 per cent survival rate, 
that still leaves a 5 to 10 per 


cent risk of death, and survi¬ 
vors may have a permanent dis¬ 
ability such as paralysis or loss 
of a limb. 

The infection is spread 
through direct contact with 
saliva or other fluids from the 
throat or nose of an infected 
person. Examples are kissing, 
sharing drinking glasses, lip¬ 
stick or cigarettes.

who is ineligible, such as em¬ 
ployees of regional health au¬ 
thorities of Alberta Health and 
Wellness. 

• The chair of each regional 
health authority will be ap¬ 
pointed by the Minister of 
Health and Wellness, and can 
be either an elected or an ap¬ 
pointed member. 

To support the elections, 
the new regulations also per¬ 
mit the Minister to set elec- 
torial boundaries within each 
health region. Minor adjust¬ 
ments will be made to regional 
boundaries to more closely 
align them with municipal 
districts. Details on the new 
electoral districts and how can¬ 
didates will represent those dis¬ 
tricts will be announced in the 
next few weeks. 

The application process for 
appointed positions will be pub¬ 
licly advertised at the end of 
April, and interested members 
of the public will be able to ob¬ 
tain nomination packages and 
submit application. A nomina¬ 
tion panel will interview can¬ 
didates and make recommenda¬ 
tions to the Minister. This is 


consistent with the process 
used previously for regional 
health authority appointments 
and with government-wide 
policy for appointment to 
boards. The appointments 
will help ensure an appropri¬ 
ate balance of experience and 
expertise on each board. 

"I urge every eligible 
Albertan to participate, either 
by voting, running for election 
or standing for appointment," 
said Mar. "This is a vital op¬ 
portunity to have a direct say 
in how health care services are 
delivered." 

Nomination forms for ap¬ 
pointment positions will be 
available at local MLA constitu¬ 
ency offices, regional health au¬ 
thority offices and Alberta 
Health and Wellness starting 
April 20, 2001. 

Nomination forms for elected 
positions will be available at 
municipal offices, regional 
health authority offices and Al¬ 
berta Health and Wellness in 
early May. The forms will be 
posted on the Alberta Health and 
Wellness website at 
www.health.gov.ab.ca.

Four contestants have entered the race 
to become Carstairs Rodeo Queen, 
including one Westglen student.

The Carstairs rodeo queen and princess competition is offi¬ 
cially underway following the annual rodeo appreciation dance 
and supper held on Saturday. 

The dance was the first evening that the Carstairs public 
had the opportunity to meet the girls that are running for the 
chance to represent the community this rodeo season. 

Four contestants have entered the race this year compared 
to last year's three and the committee is planning the compe¬ 
tition to not only be educational but fun as well. 

And, like every year the two girls crowned as queen and 
princess will be afforded some tremendous opportunities, such 
as riding in the Stampede Parade which has been a year end 
tradition for the girls for the past three years. 

Although only two of the four girls will be crowned Car¬ 
stairs royalty during the contestant orientation evening last 
week current queen Stacey Hannah told the girls to have fun 
and not to get discouraged. 

"Whoever becomes runner up I really push you to go on," 
said Hannah. 

That message was echoed by committee member and 1999 
queen Shery-Lee Dyck who first competed for the crown in 
1998, but was runner up. 

"Even if you're runner up don't let that stop you," she said, 
adding her second try gave her a tremendous advantage, be¬ 
cause she had a better understanding on what the judges were 
looking for and more importantly more confidence. 

This year's four contestant are Jodi-Lynn Krebs, Heather 
Whitlow, Dallas Stevenson and Megan Crowe 

Krebs a 15-year-old attending West Glen School in Didsbury, 
is looking at the contest as a confidence builder, she says she 
hopes to increase her skill in public speaking. 

Krebs brings five years of 4-H experience to the contest 
and excellent horsemanship, a vital component to the contest 
One of her aspirations is to one day become a barrel racer.

Stevenson has been in 4-H for two years and she says she 
has been riding horses since before she could walk. 

Last year she was one of the youngest members of the 
Calgary Bullets Drill team. 

If she goes on to become either queen or princess she 
says she will represent the community to the best of her 
ability. 

Crowe, a 17-year-old Hugh Sutherland High School Stu¬ 
dent, says she has always looked up to the girls who have 
been queen and princess and she comes from a family with 
a history of rodeo royalty.

Leslie was the Stampede Queen and I have a couple cous¬ 
ins that were high school rodeo queens," she said. "I've al¬ 
ways looked up to them." 

For the past four years Crowe has been involved in ro¬ 
deo as a barrel racer, bringing strong horsemanship to the 
competition.

flip to Kenya was a battle 


Dear Family and friends. 

You haven’t heard from us for a couple of 
weeks because we were at an Educational Con¬ 
ference, International Christian Educators’ Con¬ 
ference in Kenya. We had a great time and it may 
take more than one letter to tell you about it. 

Getting everything ready to leave Nigeria is 
always a chore. I had to get someone to cover 
the library for the four school days I would be 
gone. Then we had to make sure we had valid re¬ 
entry visas so we could get back into the coun¬ 
try. We had to find someone to take care of the 
animals while we were gone. As an American, I 
also had to check out at the Aliens Office. Dan 
went down to the KLM/Kenya Air office to recon¬ 
firm our tickets. Dan had traveled to Ilorin the 
week before we left and didn’t get back until Sat¬ 
urday so he needed to finish some things up be¬ 
fore he could be gone for two weeks. We ended up 
packing the night before and finishing it off the 
morning we left. Finally, we were ready to go. 

The school driver took us to the Jos airport. 
There was very little traffic so we arrived in good 
time to find that the flight was going to be late. 
We found a place to sit and got our books out. 
Everything went smoothly on the flight. The 
plane was actually in much better shape than 
the last one we rode in Nigeria. All the seats were 
attached, the seat backs and tray tables stayed 
where they were supposed to and the armrests 
were all there. Some other teachers that flew 
down later in the week weren’t quite so lucky. 
Their plane was okay but because there were so 
many people that wanted to travel, they put three 
people in two seats and four people in the three 
seat section. There aren’t even enough seat belts 
for that! 

We had to stay overnight in Lagos and it was 
hot and humid. We stayed at the Baptist Guest¬ 
house which does have air conditioning... when 
there is electricity. There was no electricity until 
after dark so we didn’t want to do much. Fortu¬ 


nately, the electricity came back on at night and 
we could get a fairly good night’s sleep. 

The next morning we went to the interna¬ 
tional airport to check in for our flight to Nai¬ 
robi. I don’t think I have ever been in a slower- 
moving line! First, we had to stand in one line 
to show our passports. Then wait in another 
line for them to check to see if we were on the 
manifest. After an hour’s wait we found out that 
we were not on the manifest. They had not 
reconfirmed our flight like we were told in Jos. I 
was told to wait with the luggage while Dan went 
up to the office to get things straightened out. 
Another hour went by and I was still standing 
there. Upstairs in the office there was just a mass 
of people trying to get on the flight. By this time 
it was time for the flight to leave. A supervisor 
came by and asked me what was going on, why 
I was still waiting there. I explained what had 
happened and he said that since we were just 
going to Nairobi, and did not have a connecting 
flight, we could go ahead and check in but that 
we needed to hurry if we didn’t want to miss the 
flight. Dan was still upstairs and I was guard¬ 
ing the luggage. I could not carry all of it up to 
get Dan so the supervisor said he would watch 
it while I ran upstairs. We hurried back and went 
to get the luggage checked in. Just as they started 
that process the computers went down. So an¬ 
other 20 minute wait while they manually pro¬ 
duced the luggage tags. There were about 30 
other people trying to get on the flight and only 
about 10 seats available. 

First class was quite nice. We had our own 
video screen and could choose which movie we 
wanted to watch. We had plenty of leg space. I 
couldn’t even reach the seat in front of me with¬ 
out getting out of my seat. We had great food 
served on real plates (not plastic trays) and ex¬ 
cellent service. After the hassle we had before, it 
was very nice.

4. ) These measures are done 
to appease 34 foreign leaders 
and delegates, and corporate 
citizens attending the gala are 
allowed entry for $500,000 
while private citizens are 
criminalized for their attempts 
to participate. 

Our government has taken 


corporate gathering through 
the use of some 6,000 police, 
military, CSIS and private se¬ 
curity forces. How many CIA 
and FBI agents will be present 
to supervise the operation can 
only be guessed. 

Your readers should be

Alberta police join forces to catch high-risk drivers 


In an effort to increase safety 
police units have ioined forces 

During the month Of April, police services 
across Alberta have targeted speed and high-risk 
driving behaviours including impaired driving, 
seatbelt non-use or misuse, stop sign violations, 
and pedestrian, motorcycle and intersection 
safety. 

From April 7th to April 14th, municipal and 
rural police services begin a week- long, prov¬ 
ince-wide integrated enforcement campaign.

"Our goal is to change dangerous attitudes and 
driving behaviours.

“We hope the threat of getting a ticket will 
influence drivers to think twice before stepping 
on the gas or running that red light.” 

"It is our belief that speed is a strong contrib¬ 
uting factor in many of the collisions we investi¬ 
gate," says Chief Jack Beaton, Calgary Police 
Service. "It is important for drivers to know that 
respecting the rules of the road will only create 
a safer environment for all motorists." 

"Many high-risk behaviours contribute to fa¬ 
tal and injury crashes in Alberta." says Chief Su¬ 
perintendent Rick Bowlby, RCMP "K" Division.

Plans put in place for 8th Annual Show and Shine event

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Public opinion sought for MPR expansion project 


• Local Personalities 


Despite a small turnout, much input was given to town organizers for the multi-purpose room project.

The crowds at the open house detailing the vari¬ 
ous expansion options for the Multipurpose Room 
Expansion may have been sparse, but the opinions 
gathered proved invaluable to town organizers this 
past week. 

Two different dates were chosen for residents in 
and around Didsbury to come and view the 
architecturally-designed expansion models for the 
Multi-Purpose Room Thursday, April 19th or Sat¬ 
urday, April 21 st. 

So far, of three different alternatives they have 
had to choose from, the majority of area residents 
favor Option #2 which includes an expanded Mul¬ 
tipurpose Room without a gymnasium and which 
is estimated to cost $1,300,000. The plan details a 
total addition to the MPR of 12,875 square feet, 
and addition of 1800 square feet to the main area, 
an enhanced kitchen, fitness room, sport and cul¬ 
tural area, washrooms, entries, coat room and 
parking area to east and north of the building. 

"The crowds have been a little down, but I think 
those that have come by have given us an indica¬ 
tion which plan they prefer," says Rhonda Hunter, 
Facilities Manager. 

"I'm a firm believer that once a project is endorsed 
the community, people will fly with it." 

The other two options presented to the commu¬ 
nity included Option #1 (estimated cost $600,000) 
and Option #2 with a Gymnasium (estimated cost 
$2 million). Option #1 offers a scaled-down expan¬ 
sion of 5260 square feet and an addition of 1300 
square feet to the main area, (but no gymnasium, 
fitness room or sport and cultural area). Option 
#2 with a Gymnasium offers an increased square 
footage to accommodate for a 75’ X 95' gymnasium. 

Hunter says funding for the proposed renova¬ 
tions to the MPR will come, in part, from a $225,000 
Enhancement Reserve they hold with the Town. "We 
are also going to be applying for the 2005 Centen¬ 
nial Grant which could be worth up to $700,000 if 
we can get it. There's also the CFEP (Community 
Facilities Enhancement Program) Grant as well as 
sponsorships, donations and fundraising activities." 
Hunter hopes to see the funding in place by 2002. 

"Our next step from here is to do another mailout 
to the community to try to garner even more re¬ 
sponse as to which option we should pursue," says 
Hunter. "If all goes well, we are anticipating a spring 
2003 start date for construction." 

Meetings to gather feedback for improvements 
and information from user groups date back as far 
as March of 1998 when discussions were still in 
the preliminary phase. Anyone still interested in 
providing feedback about the proposed project is 
encouraged to attend the sessions or visit the Rec¬ 
reation and Facilities Office to submit their ideas.

National Immunization Awareness Week, Mar 13 to19 

Vaccines are still a child’s best 


When their 13-month old 
daughter was in a fight for 
her life against meningitis, 
Penny and Lyall Langlois of 
Pembroke, Ontario, struggled 
with a lot of emotions - fear, 
guilt and sheer disbelief. 

"We never thought in a mil¬ 
lion years it could happen to 
us," recalls Penny. "It was the 
most traumatic thing we'd 
ever experienced." 

During National Immuni¬ 
zation Awareness Week, 
which takes place May 13 to 
19, communities across 
Canada will be spreading the 
word about how to avoid what 
the Langlois family has en¬ 
dured. 

The message is simple: vac¬ 
cinations are a child's "best 
shot" for protection against 
six diseases: diptheria, polio, 
tetanus, whopping cough, 
rubella and Haemophilus in¬ 
fluenza type b (Hib). 

'Hib," which used to be the 
most common form of child¬ 
hood meningitis, is what 
caught up with Sarah 


Langlois. 

Within hours of arriving at 
the Children's Hospital of 
Eastern Ontario (CHEO), 
Sarah had stopped breathing. 
Her hands and legs were swol¬ 
len. 

As Penny and Lyall 
watched, a team of doctors 
swarmed around their young 
daughter, and managed to 
save her life. 

"The doctors called her the 
'miracle baby,"' says Penny. 

Looking back Penny can 
identify several reasons why 
Sarah, unlike her two older 
brothers, was never vacci¬ 
nated. 

With three chilren, two 
jobs and a hobby farm. Penny 
and Lyall never found time to 
get to the local health unit, 
which usually only gave kids 
their shots on Fridays. 

"Either the kids were sick 
or we couldn't get off work," 
Penny says. "Or else it was 
just such a nice day that we'd 
always say, 'let's go next Fri- 


shot against disease 


They also had friends 
whose anti-vaccination be¬ 
liefs had lulled them into com¬ 
placency. 

"In the back of my mind, I 
kept thinking that vaccinat¬ 
ing was not that important," 
recalls Penny. 

In fact, childhood diseases 
are still very much with us, 
and vaccination remains the 
best protection. 

Historically, when immuni¬ 
zation levels drop, diseases, 
returns with a vengenance. 
In the former Soviet Union, 
for example, there was 839 
cases of diptheria in 1989. By 
1994, with the collapse of the 
health care system after the 
Cold War, there were 50,000 
cases, leading to 1,700 deaths. 

There is nothing to stop 
diptheria, or other diseases, 
from travelling to Canada. In 
this era of rapid globalization, 
disease travels faster than 
ever, putting Canadians at 
serious risk. 

Indeed, health Canada has 
already expressed its concern

about the low immunization 
rates for diptheria. Even if a 
child survives exposure to a 
disease, it can be a long road 
to recovery. It took two 
months of therapy before 
Sarah Langlois could crawl, 
sit and eat by herself again. 
Meanwhile, the antibiotics 
that saved her life also de¬ 
pleted her immune system, 
making her easy prey for 
colds and viruses. This, in 
turn, continues to set her re¬ 
covery back. 

"Whenever she's run down, 
she loses all of her balance," 


says Penny. 

Penny and Lyall, who are 
both puppeteers, help children 
deal with social issues like 
bullying, self-esteem and sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

Now they would like to use 
puppets to promote more 
awareness about immuniza¬ 
tion - both for kids and par¬ 
ents. 

"Sarah has suffered so 
much in her little life," Penny 
says. "We want to encourage 
parents to get informed and 
ask questions so they don't go 
through what we did."

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Yesterday, while I was listening to the car radio, a 
quavery soprano sang a few bars of "Inchworm, Inch- 
worm, measuring the Marigolds..." and I was transported 
back through time and space to Ferrybank, and into 
the presence of Miss Mcllveena and The Prairie School 
Broadcast. 

Ferrybank was a one room school west of Ponoka, 
and in about 1945 our teacher, Mr. Blore, was very pro¬ 
gressive. We had indoor toilets for heaven sake. Shop 
and Home Ec. classes, and a winter Hot Lunch Pro¬ 
gram run by volunteers from the local Women's Insti¬ 
tute. For about half an hour each day Mr. Blore read to 
us from books like Ivanhoe, Ben Hur and Lorna Doone. 
Ours was the only school in the County where kids 
called each other things like "varlet, infidel and Saxon 
swine." He let us choose from a list and then borrowed 
books from the University Library. We had calisthenics, 
vitamin pills, school trips, music class and wonderful 
Christmas concerts. We had outdoor Civics classes 
where we gathered and painted rocks to line gravel paths 
and beautify our schoolyard. In winter we had a skat¬ 
ing rink and an ice slide. We competed in the County 
Track meet and we faithfully listened to Miss Mcllveena. 
Mr. Blore was a wonderful teacher and a tireless worker. 
I don’t suppose any of us appreciated him as much as 
we should have. I adored him, loved all the emphasis on 
reading, books, literature and composition but pretty 
well hated the sports and phys. ed. stuff and Miss 
Mcllveena embarrassed me to death. 

"Good morning boys and girls," she would warble in 
her tremulous falsetto. "I hope you have all been very 
good to each other since I talked to you last week and I 
am so happy to see all your shining faces once again." I 
imagined her in a frilly pink dress, lace at throat and 
wrists, tiny waist and white blond hair in perfectly regi¬ 
mented waves, tightly pursed little mouth in a tiny tight 
smile, honey dripping from her dainty teeth. I supposed 
that she had very white hands with long fingernails 
and that she gestured dramatically as she sang the 
awful, silly, baby songs that we were expected to sing 
along with and most dreadful of all "do the motions". 
"Hinky, Pinky Pider went up the water pout, down came 
the raindrops and washed the pider out...” Our hands 
climbed an imaginary drainpipe and then fell as the rain 
developed, "Out came the Sunshine," Miss Mcllveena 
warbled and we cupped hands to head and beamed at 
the earth, "and dried up all the rain, Hinky Pinky Pider 
went up the pout again." Our hands climbed the spout. 
Oh the shame of it, oh the humiliation. How could Mr. 
Blore, the epitome of sophistication and intellectual pur¬ 
suits subject us to this mindless, childish drivel. Okay, 
maybe grades one, two and three but grade four for 
heaven sake. I couldn’t stand it. 

Worst of all was the first program in January. "And 
now boys and girls, who had a birthday since our last 
program? Oh I see, you and you and you, Oh how won¬ 
derful, I hope you had a lovely day and lots of pretty 
presents. Now all of you come to the front of the 
clasroom while we sing Happy Birthday." Normie Smith 
and I were the only ones whose birthdays fell in this 
period and we shambled, red faced and flinching to the 
front of the Classroom where we stood as far from each 
other as possible and cringed. "Happy Birthday dear chil¬ 
dren," Miss Mcllvenna trilled for what seemed like about 
an hour before we were allowed to sit down. 

I know now that Mr. Blore had attended Normal 
school with Miss Mcllvenna and knew her for the very 
nice and talented woman she was. I also know that she 
brought a bit of culture and some variety to what was a 
very basic curriculum. I don’t know why she mortified 
me so much. I do know I have never forgotten her.

The County, in conjunc¬ 
tion with MVWRG, is in the 
process of hiring a water¬ 
shed coordinator. 

The efforts of landowners 
have been wonderful but the 
task of coordinating these 
efforts has grown beyond a 
volunteer position. 

The intensive Livestock 
Committee has almost com¬ 
pleted its first demonstra¬ 
tion project and along with 
the Riparian Committee, is 
ready to install marker 
signs, as soon as the ground 
thaws! These projects are 
open to viewing by appoint¬ 
ment with the landowner. 

The acquisition of solar 
powered, off-site watering 
units will be a great benefit. 

Those livestock owners 
who wish to try the system 
can contact the numbers be¬ 
low for scheduling informa¬ 
tion. Off-site watering and 
locating salt and minerals 
away from creeks are two 


very effective ways of limiting 
damage to creek banks from 
heavy cattle usage. 

Of course, buffer strips are 
themost effective method for 
crop farmers to reduce dam¬ 
age to the riparian areas. 
The upcoming "Up the 
Creek" newsletter, for those 
with property along a 
creek, contains information 
on these issues. 

The towns have been com¬ 
ing on line too. 

Recognition of urban im¬ 
pacts on water quality is 
leading to cooperation. 

Urban residents can help 


keep our water pure. 

Oils, paints and chemi¬ 
cals do not belong in our wa¬ 
terways. 

Please recycle these prop¬ 
erly. Mother Nature has a 
wonderful system for recy¬ 
cling our water. Let’s help 
her out.

The mystery surrounding illnesses like Fibromyalgia (FMS), 

Myalgic Encephalomyelitis (ME) and Chronic Fatigue Syn¬ 
drome (CFS) need not remain unsolved- or at the very least, 
not misunderstood. This is the hope of workers like Betty Penner 
who leads the Olds and District Fibromyalgia Support Group 
and who is helping organize awareness activities in Olds and 
Didsbury for the International ME/CFS/FMS Awareness Day 
on May 12th. 

"This is a very mysterious disease," says Penner who has 
had to deal with the symptoms of FMS for 11 years now. "I 
initially thought I must just have some kind of flu when I first 
went to the doctor all those years ago. They ran numerous 
tests before narrowing it down to Fibromyalgia." 

Fibromyalgia - for which there is no known cure - is a wide¬ 
spread musculoskeletal pain and fatigue disorder that can and 
usually does affect individuals who have previously been ac¬ 
tive, productive and vibrant members of the community. 

Penner says few people are aware of the prevalence of ME/FMS and CFS in society. Studies 
indicate, for example, that the occurrence of these diseases is as high as 220 per 100,000 people 
or almost 3 in 1000. In Alberta alone, there are 1000 known sufferers. "We are hopeful to bring 
a heightened level of understanding to the public with our Awareness activities. May 12th was 
chosen to commemorate the birthdate of Florence Nightingale, the heroic English army nurse 
who inspired the founding of the International Red Cross and who was bedridden for the last 50 
years of her life with a disease that modern doctors believe was ME," explains Penner who looks 
forward to seeing the proclamation issued by Didsbury Town Council in the upcoming weeks. 
"We are going to be setting up a display table at the library here in Didsbury and at the Olds 
Value Drug Mart in Olds. We are really hoping to reach as many people as possible." 

In the meantime, anyone wishing to join the open support group is encouraged to come to the 
meetings being held at St. Andrew’s Presbyterian Church (5038-49 St., Olds) lower hall from 7 
pm - 9pm the fourth Thursday of each month. For more information, call Mel at 335-3672 or

Watt learned of the possibility for hosting the Conven¬ 
tion from long-time friend and former Didsburian, Ken 
Armstrong. "Ken (now living in a suburb of Detroit, Michi¬ 
gan) was a dispatcher for CP Rail in Didsbury for two years 
and once organized their conference in Calgary. At that time, 
the dispatchers mentioned they were looking for a smaller 
venue to hold their convention, and Ken automatically rec¬ 
ommended Didsbury." 

This is not the first time Ken Armstrong has attracted activities from CP Rail to the town 
of Didsbury. "Ken was also instrumental in bringing the Christmas Train to town this past 
winter. It was unfortunate that it couldn't happen at night, but we are hopeful to see the 
train come through again next year a little later in the day." 

Watt explains that while Ken has been instrumental in attracting the group to Didsbury, 
the decision on whether the Convention will be held here or not is still undetermined, and 
won't likely be known until the fall. "Much of the planning needed to host this kind of an 
event has not even begun yet obviously. We are still waiting to hear what the verdict is from 
the Canadian Association of Train Dispatchers." 

Nonetheless, Watt anticipates substantial benefits for the community if the bid for the 
convention does materialize. “The economic spin-off for this kind of an event would be 
wonderful for the Town of Didsbury. Not only would it mean revenue for the campground, 
hotel and motels, but also the local businesses.

Focus on 


the Yamily 

QUESTION: I have very little time to spend with my 
children these days, but I make sure the hours we do get 
to spend together are meaningful. Do you agree that the 
quality of time you are with your kids is more important 
than the quantity? 

DR. DOBSON: I’m afraid the logic of that concept is 
flawed to me. The question is, why do we have to choose 
between the virtues of quantity vs. quality? We won’t 
accept that forced choice in any other area of our lives. 
So why is it relevant only to our children? Let me illus¬ 
trate my point. 

Let’s suppose you’ve looked forward all day to eating 
at one of the finest restaurants in town. The waiter brings 
you a menu, and you order the most expensive steak in 
the house. But when the meal arrives, you see a tiny 
piece of meat about 1 inch square in the center of the 
plate. 

When you complain about the size of the steak, the 
waiter says, “Sir, I recognize that the portion is small, 
but that’s the finest corn-fed beef money can buy. You’ll 
never find a better bite of meat than we’ve served you 
tonight. As to the portion, I hope you understand that 
it’s not the quantity that matters, it’s the quality that 
counts.” 

You would object, and for good reason. Why? Because 
both quality and quantity are important in many areas 
of our lives, including how we relate to children. They 
need our time and the best we have to give them. My 
concern is that the quantity vs. quality argument might 
be a poorly disguised rationalization for giving our chil¬ 
dren neither. 

QUESTION: My marriage seems beyond repair to me. 
My husband is running around with other women and 
threatening to divorce me. Is there really any hope for 
us? 

DR. DOBSON: It’s difficult to say without knowing 
the details, but I can tell you this. I’ve seen dozens of 
families who were in your fix but are now happy and 
whole. I taught a class for young married couples for a 
number of years, and right there under my nose, infidel¬ 
ity was a surprisingly common event. There was one pe¬ 
riod of time during which I dealt with 19 different cou¬ 
ples where extramarital affairs had either occurred or 
were seriously threatening. These families are still known 
to me, and nine of them are apparently happily married 
today. 

Though this percentage may seem low, remember that 
these were families on the verge of divorce and have now 
survived many years. Loving toughness played a definite 
role working through their difficulties. So yes, hope 
springs eternal, as well it should. Let me give you an¬ 
other word of encouragement. Nothing can seem so fixed 
but change so rapidly as human emotions. When it comes 
to romantic endeavors, feelings can turn upside down in 
a day or two. 

I’ve seen husbands or wives who expressed hatred for 
their spouses, saying, “I never want to see you again,” 
only to fall weeping into the other person’s arms some 
hours later. So hang tough. 

You may yet be able to preserve what is precious to 
you. I hope there are better days ahead for you and your 
husband. 

QUESTION: How do you feel about corporal punish¬ 
ment as a deterrent to school misbehavior. Do you be¬ 
lieve in spanking our students? 

DR. DOBSON: Corporal punishment is not effective 
at the junior and senior high school levels, and I do not 
recommend its application. It can be useful for elemen¬ 
tary students, especially with amateur clowns (as opposed 
to hard-core troublemakers). 

For this reason, I am opposed to abolishing spanking 
in elementary schools because we have systematically 
eliminated the tools with which teachers have tradition¬ 
ally backed up their word. 

We’re down now to a precious few. Let’s not go any 
farther in that direction.

The decision to donate your 
organs could save a life 


The decision to donate an in¬ 
dividual's organs after their 
death saves lives. But despite the 
difference this decision can 
make, too few Canadians are 
making this lifesaving choice. 
Canada has one of the lowest 
rates of organ donation among 
developed countries worldwide - 
and in recent years, it has been 
falling even lower. As part of 
National Organ and Tissue Do¬ 
nor Awareness Week. April 23 
to 29, 2001, The Kidney Foun¬ 
dation of Canada is distributing 
a free guide to encourage fami¬ 
lies to talk about organ and tis¬ 
sue donation. 

Right now, there are more 
than 3,500 Canadians waiting 
for an organ transplant. Ap¬ 
proximately 80 percent of these 
people are waiting for a kidney. 
Experts estimate that up to 30 
percent of those on waiting lists 
will die before they can have a 
transplant. "The growing inci¬ 
dence of kidney disease and the 
low rates of organ donation have 
combined to make life much 
more difficult for people whose 
kidneys have failed, and who are 
awaiting a transplant," says 
Linda Spencer, director of pro¬ 
grams for the Kidney Founda¬ 
tion's Southern Alberta Branch. 
Today, more than 110 Southern 
Albertans are waiting for a kid¬ 
ney transplant. 

The Kidney Foundation has 
developed a family discussion 
guide. Let’s TalkAbout It, which 
encourages families to share 
their feelings about organ dona¬ 
tion. "In Alberta, the final deci¬ 
sion about organ donation rests 
with an individual’s family," says 
Spencer. "While people can indi¬ 
cate their wishes by signing 
their Alberta Health Care cards, 
the final decision is up to family 
members." for which statistics 
are available, there were 415 ca¬ 
daveric organ donors, compared 
to 429 in 1997. The Canadian 
organ donation rate is 13.7 do¬ 
nors per million population, com¬ 
pared to 31.5 donors per million 


population in Spain. 

In 1998, 107 Canadians died 
while waiting for a transplant. 
"Organ transplants enhance the 
health and quality of life for peo¬ 
ple with kidney disease, but they 
also significantly reduce the 
costs to the health care system," 
Spencer says. Transplantation 
- compared to dialysis - reduces 
the cost of treating kidney fail¬ 
ure by as much as 60 per cent 
each year. 

"If there is open dialogue 
within the family about organ 
donation, people are more con¬ 
fident that they are making the 
right decision, should the un¬ 
thinkable happen to their loved 
one," Spencer adds.

As the only national organi¬ 
zation dedicated to helping those

Kidney Foundation of Canada 
plays a vital role in improving 
patient's quality of life through 
funding medical research, pro¬ 
viding financial assistance and 
educating the public on the im¬ 
portance of organ donation. 

Canada has one of the lowest 
rates of organ donation in de¬ 
veloped countries world-wide. 

The Canadian organ dona¬ 
tion rate has fallen to 13.7 do¬ 
nors per million population, com¬ 
pared to rates of 31.5 donors/ 
million in Spain, and 22.7 do¬ 
nors/million in the United 
States. 

In 1998, 107 Canadians died 
waiting for an organ transplant. 
In 1999, 22 Albertans died wait¬ 
ing for an organ transplant. 80 
percent of the patients waiting 
for an organ transplant are wait¬ 
ing for a kidney. Today, more 
than 3,500 Canadians are wait¬ 
ing for an organ transplant. 
Thirty percent of these people 
will likely die before they receive 
a transplant.

Most drivers don’t worry about consequences of speed 


Many Alberta drivers admit 
they don't worry about the 
consequences of their own 
speeding, according to a sur¬ 
vey conducted by the Alberta 
Speed Management Group 
(ASMG). 

The ASMG is a MISSION 
POSSIBLE partnership of traf¬ 
fic safety stakeholders who 
work together to manage speed 
through advocacy efforts, 
speed limit reviews, education 
and awareness programs, and 
focused enforcement across 
police jurisdictions. 

Researchers contacted 801 
residents by telephone in 
towns across the province, to 
determine their attitudes 
around speeding and other 
high-risk driving behaviours. 

The research found: 

• More than one half of the 
respondents viewed speeding 
by other drivers as a “major 
threat” to their personal 
safety and to their family’s 
safety. 

• When asked, unprompted, 
to identify dangerous driving 
behaviours, almost two-thirds 
of respondents (63%) named 
"speeding". In fact, speeding 
was the number one response, 
ahead of impaired driving, 
weaving in and out of traffic, 
driver inattention and 
tailgating. 

Despite the fact that re¬ 
spondents recognized speeding 
as an unsafe behaviour: 

• 81% noted they had 
"driven 10km over the speed 
limit" in the past 12 months. 

• 56% of drivers admitted 
they had exceeded the speed 
limit "five times or more," over 
the last 12 months. 

• Over 70% of respondents 
admitted to speeding up to go 
through a yellow light and 
60% indicated that they had 
slowed down but not stopped 
at a red light or stop sign. 

"We're very concerned by 
these findings," says Scott 
Wilson of the Alberta Speed 
Management Group. 

"It tells us that even though 
people recognize speeding may 
be a threat, they do it anyway. 
It appears we've got a long 
way to go in re-educating the 


public about the dangers of 
speed." 

The survey results are discon¬ 
certing, but not surprising to po¬ 
lice. 

Inspector Vince Caleffi of the 
Calgary Police Service says, 
"Speeding has become such an 
acceptable norm. It's like smok¬ 
ing was at one time-or drinking 
and driving: people knew it was 
deadly but they did it anyway. 

“We have a huge battle ahead 
of us. Were attempting to bring 
about a major cultural shift." 

One way to influence that cul¬ 
tural shift may be to increase en¬ 
forcement, says Staff Sergeant 
Kerry Nisbet of the Edmonton 
Police Service. 

"We hope the threat of getting 
a ticket will be effective in chang¬ 
ing these dangerous attitudes. 

“Drivers may think it's 
painful to get a speeding 
ticket, but it's a lot less pain¬ 
ful than experiencing the con¬ 
sequences of crashing at un¬ 
safe speeds." 

Wilson notes that speed af¬ 
fects every aspect of driving: 
braking distance, the time it 
takes to recognize and react 
to an emergency, and the 
force of the impact itself. 
Many drivers do not under¬ 
stand that force of impact in¬ 
creases exponential as speed 
increases-a crash at lOOkm/h 
is four times more severe than 
the same crash at 50km/h. 

This is one reason, seven 
out of 10 traffic deaths in this 
province take place on rural 
roads: speeds are significantly 
higher, on average, than in 
urban crashes. 

It is important that police 
services differentiate between 
rural and urban traffic issues, 
says Staff Sergeant Steve 
MacDonald, RCMP "K" Divi¬ 
sion. "Our research indicates 
that seatbelt non-usage, stop 
sign violations and impaired 
driving are major issues for 
the RCMP in rural Alberta-so 
we need to target all compo¬ 
nents, including speed viola¬ 
tions." 

Research from around the 
world suggests speed is a 
contributing factor in over 30 per 
cent of fatal crashes; however

there is little Alberta-specific re¬ 
search on the role of speed in col¬ 
lisions. 

The Alberta Speed Manage¬ 
ment Group will be exploring the 
issue of speed in depth. 

During the month of April, 
police* services across the province 
will be cracking down on speed¬ 
ers and high-risk drivers through 
an integrated enforcement cam¬ 
paign. 

In support of police efforts 
across the province, partners in 
MISSION POSSIBLE have 
launched a television, radio, bill¬ 
board and print campaign featur¬ 
ing the tag line: speed will 
catch up with you. 

MISSION POSSIBLE is a 


traffic safety partnership 
working to reduce the 
number and severity of col¬ 
lisions on Alberta's roads. 
Partners include the Alberta 
Motor Association, munici¬ 
pal and rural police services, 
Alberta Motor Transport Asso¬ 
ciation, regional health au¬ 


thorities, government, Coali¬ 
tion of Alberta Automobile In¬ 
surers, corporations, industry and 
concerned individuals across 
the province.

Early detection key to saving lives to colorectal cancer 


Colorectal cancer ranks as the sec¬ 
ond most frequent cause of cancer deaths 
for Canadians -- only lung cancer takes 
more lives, according to cancer statis¬ 
tics released by the Canadian Cancer 
Society in collaboration with Statistics 
Canada and Health Canada's Cancer 
Bureau. 

The good news is that the number of 
people per 100.000 who are diagnosed 
with colorectal cancer and the number 
of people per 100,000 who die of the dis¬ 
ease have declined steadily over the past 
15 years. 

Since 1972, colorectal cancer death 
rates for women have dropped almost 
50 per cent, with men lagging behind at 
25 per cent. Since 1985, colorectal can¬ 
cer incidence rates among Canadian men 
have dropped by eight per cent, and 
among women by 19 per cent. 

"We're heartened to see rates declin¬ 
ing,' says Dr. Barb Whylie, Director, 
Cancer Control Policy, Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society. 

"However, we also know that the to¬ 
tal number of new cases of colorectal 
cancer diagnosed each year has risen 
significantly among both men and 
women and this alarming trend will 
continue as the population ages and 
grows. It's frustrating because we know 
this is a trend that could be slowed down 
as colorectal cancer has great potential 
to be prevented from occurring in the 
first place, and responds well to treat¬ 
ment if detected early. 

"People may delay discussing symp¬ 
toms with their doctors because they are 
too embarrassed and, as a result, diag¬ 
nosis can be delayed. For colorectal can¬ 
cer, the difference between an early and 
late diagnosis can mean the difference 
between life and death. We know that 
the key to fighting colorectal cancer is 
to raise awareness of symptoms and risk 
factors. We want people to feel comfort¬ 
able talking to their doctors about it. 
Quite simply, it could save their lives." 
In Alberta it is estimated that over 1300 
people will be diagnosed with colorectal 
cancer in 2001. 

Canadian Cancer Statistics 2001 pro¬ 
vides a cancer progress report for 


Canada. This year colorectal cancer is 
highlighted to shed light on this disease, 
which is the third most commonly di¬ 
agnosed cancer for both men and 
women. Estimates are that over 400 
Albertans will die of colorectal cancer 
this year. 

"The reason for the declining trends 
in incidence and death rates are not 
known with certainty, but likely arise 
as a combination of improvement in 
colorectal cancer. The statistics show 
that the greater decline in death rates 
for women arose, in part, because the 
decline in incidence was greater among 
women than men. 

"Our sense is that women have been 
more likely to adopt healthier lifestyles 
to reduce their risks,” says Dr. Hohn 
McLaughlin, a professor of epidemiol¬ 
ogy at the Samuel Lunenfeld Institute 
who supports the Canadian Cancer So¬ 
ciety in preparing the report. "For in¬ 
stance, adopting a diet lower in fat and 
higher in vegetables, fruits and whole 
grains, and doing regular exercise are 
believed to reduce the risk of develop¬ 
ing colorectal cancer." 

Dr. Howard Njoo, Director of the 
Cancer Bureau, Centre for Disease Pre¬ 
vention and Control, Heath Canada, 
says that consideration should also be 
given to whether the decrease in rates 
may be due to increased use of early 
detention or screening. Screening and 
diagnostic procedures for colorectal can¬ 
cer include the fecal occult blood test 
and scoping procedures that allow di¬ 
rect visualization of the colon (sig¬ 
moidoscopy, colonoscopy). 

"The intent of these screening tools 
is to detect cancer at an early stage 
when it can be treated effectively," says 
Njoo. "An important feature of 
colorectal cancer is that there are pre- 
cancerous polyps or lesions that can be 
removed if detected, which means that 
cancer doesn't have a chance to develop. 

"While early detection or screening 
may have contributed to the decreasing 
incidence and death rates in Canada, it 
doesn't account for the differences be¬ 
tween men and women. Further re¬ 
search to address these questions is

needed. Currently, consensus is emerg¬ 
ing internationally about the benefits 
of population- based screening for 
colorectal cancer. This is under consid¬ 
eration in Canada." 

Whylie adds that until guidelines for 
population-based colorectal cancer 
screening are established, the Canadian 
Cancer Society recommends that peo¬ 
ple between 50 and 75 talk to their doc¬ 
tors about having a screening test to 
detect colorectal cancer. 

"Approximately 20 per cent of all 
colorectal dancer occurs in people who 
have a family history of the disease," 
say’s Whylie. "If you have a strong fam¬ 
ily history of colorectal cancer, your doc¬ 
tor may suggest screening tests start¬ 
ing at an earlier age. We also urge all 
Canadians to improve their eating hab¬ 
its and to increase their physical activ¬ 
ity, as research is continuing to show 
that these actions can help prevent 
colorectal cancer." 

Whylie adds that the Canadian Strat¬ 
egy for Cancer Control, which is cur¬ 
rently being developed, addresses all as¬ 
pects of cancer control, including pre¬ 
vention and early detection - both of 
which are crucial for decreasing inci¬ 
dence and death rates for colorectal can¬ 
cer. The Strategy document states that 
population-based screening for breast, 
cervical and colorectal cancer can re¬ 


duce cancer mortality by about five or 
7,000 fewer deaths each year by 2015. 
The Strategy's recommendations, which 
will include recommendations about 
screening, will be announced later this 
year. 

Health Canada analysts have pre¬ 
dicted that the number of new cancer 
cases will increase by 70 per cent by the 
year 2015 because of the aging and 
growing population. The goal of the 
Canadian Strategy for Cancer Control 
Society and its research partner the 
National Cancer Institute of Canada, 
Health Canada, Statistics Canada, Pro¬ 
vincial/Territorial Cancer Registries 
and university-based researchers. 

The Canadian Cancer Society is a 
national community-based organization 
of volunteers whose mission is to eradi¬ 
cate cancer and to improve the quality 
of life of people living with cancer.

Residents in the area south 
of Sundre have mixed feelings 
about a wild boar hunting fa¬ 
cility that received approval by 
Mountain View County coun¬ 
cil, April 18. 

Doug and Tammy Darr made 
an application to start a wild 
boar hunting hunting facility 
on 61 acres of their quarter sec¬ 
tion of land, south of Sundre. 

Tammy Darr explained to 
county council the 61 acres 
they intended to use for hunt¬ 
ing was swamp land and was 
no good for growing crops or 
grazing. 

She said this business would 
allow the them to earn an in¬ 
come off their land. 

This would be a year round 
hunting facility and the Darrs 
are hoping to attract local and 
international hunters. 

Wild boar would be brought 
in from an already existing 
breeder near the proposed prop¬ 
erty for specific hunts, they 
would not be raised on the 
hunting site. 

Otto Seidel, a neighbour to 
the Darrs said he will be ap¬ 
pealing the decision because the 
more he thinks about it the less 
he likes the idea of people hunt¬ 
ing next door to him all year. 

"I will appeal it, I don’t feel 
right about it. This area is too 
populated for a business like 
this, it is too close to town," said 
Seidel, adding he is a hunter 
and has nothing against the 
sport, but in his opinion, this 
is not the kind of hunting he 
would take part in. "I hunt but 
I don't think it is hunting - tak¬ 
ing an animal, locking it up and 
shooting it.” 

Five other area residents, 
who did not want to be named, 
were interviewed, they all of¬ 
fered mixed opinions but agreed 
that proper fencing is very im¬ 
portant if this business is go¬ 
ing to coexist in a farming com¬ 
munity. 

"They aren't that easy to 
contain, and they aren't very 
friendly," said one county resi¬ 
dent. "They charge cattle - I 


in his store asking about it, 
wondering when they can go 
hunting. 

County Planner John 
Rusling confirmed a permit is 
necessary for this business ap¬ 
plication. "There was a com¬ 
ment at the meeting, by a coun¬ 
cillor, that the Darrs didn't 
need a permit for this, but it is 
a business, and you need a per¬ 
mit to run a business in this 
county." 

Both Rusling and Larry 
Rice, ag field man for the 
county, said they didn't know 
of any past complaints about 
existing wild boar in the area. 

Until this application was 
made the county didn't know 
wild boar existed in this county. 

County approved the appli¬ 
cation (4-2, Pat James and 
Dave Derksen against) with 
the following conditions: 

*The applicant must obtain 
required Provincial approvals 
and permits. 

*A maximum number of 
hunters on the site at any one 
time will be two rifle hunters 
or four bow hunters. 

Trior to issuance of this 
permit, the site will be fenced 
to the satisfaction of develop¬ 
ment officer. 

*Hunters will be guided at 
all times. Shooting along the 
road will not be allowed. 

"“Liability insurance in the 
amount of $5 million will be 
carried by the applicant and 
will include Mountain View 
County as an additional name 
insured. 

*If animals escape, neigh¬ 
bours will be immediately con¬ 
tacted. 

*Any changes or expansion 
of the operation will require a 
new permit. 

•This permit will be re¬ 
viewed by Mountain View 
County in six months and will 
be void if conditions are not 
satisfied. 

Residents wishing to appeal 
this business development must 
submit a letter of appeal to the 
county along with an appeal 
fee of $300.

Darr stated that people are 
already showing interest in the 
business calling and asking 
when they can book a hunt. 

Duane Parkin, owner of Wil¬ 
derness Sports and Taxidermy, 
in Sundre, said he thinks the 
Darrs business is a good idea. 
"Anything that can bring peo¬ 
ple to the area is a good idea. 
All local merchants will benefit 
from this, supply stores, mo¬ 
tels, butchers, gas stations, 
taxidermy and restaurants." 

He said since the news of 
the wild boar hunting was in 
local papers people have been

don't trust them at all." 

Another neighbour stated: 

"my main concern is that the 
people make sure the wild boars 
stay where they should be, and 
not get out bothering neigh¬ 
bours. 

“If they do it properly, I don't 
mind." 

One resident stated he would 
like to meet with people in the 
area to see what the general 
consensus was before deciding 
whether or not he would appeal 
the county's approval of this 
business. 

Another resident said that 
from his experience, "if you in¬ 
jure a domestic pig and don't 


kill it, it takes an awful lot to 
stop them, they can run 
through anything - they just go. 
They don’t care, that is the na¬ 
ture of pigs. 

“I would be very wary of a 
wild boar in my yard," he said, 
"I would chase it out, but I 
would make sure I had some¬ 
thing hefty with me to whack 
it if it came for me." 

Darr stated that contain¬ 
ment and safety is her and her 
husband's number one priority. 

"We want this to be a suc¬ 
cess, if wild boar are escaping 
we would lose money. 

“We also live with our fam¬ 
ily out there so we wouldn't 


catastrophe in the United 
States caused by factory farm¬ 
ing, the overcrowded conditions 
of the animals has led to the 
overuse of antibiotics, which 
are beginning to become resist¬ 
ant to bacteria, and market in¬ 
crease in cases of food poison¬ 
ing. Walkerton, Ontario was 
relatively small number of ani¬ 
mals, think of the disaster that 
si being set up in your commu¬ 
nity when you crowd thousands 
of cows and pigs into a concen¬ 
trated area."

The Flagstaff 
County Family Farm Promo¬ 
tional Society is also thinking 
of filing an appeal with the fed¬ 
eral government for them to 
conduct an environmental 
inpact assesment.

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Farmers can save money on fuel through efficiency 


Increased fuel prices 
promise to chew at al¬ 
ready tightening pro¬ 
ducer margins. But engi¬ 
neers at the Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development AgTech 
Centre in Lethbridge say 
farmers can increase 
their tractor's fuel effi¬ 
ciency this spring by con¬ 
sidering five key areas 
affecting fuel consump¬ 
tion. 

"Fuel efficiency varies 
depending on the type of 
equipment, travel speed 
and numerous other fac¬ 
tors," says Reed Turner, 
an AgTech Centre engi¬ 
neer. "But one of the cru¬ 
cial factors is tire pres¬ 
sure." 

A recent study con¬ 
ducted at the Centre 
shows correct tire pres¬ 
sure significantly reduces 
fuel consumption and 
time in the field. Reduced 
power delivery, decreased 
traction, uneven tread 
wear and soil rutting re¬ 
sult when tires are over¬ 
inflated, says Turner. 

Under-inflated tires 
increase sidewall wear 
and raise the risk of 
sidebuckling and rim slip 
- occurrences not condu¬ 
cive to fuel efficiency, he 
says. 

"Instead, tires should 
be inflated to the lowest 
correct level for a par¬ 
ticular load as outlined 
in the manufacturer's 
tire inflation tables. By 
using the correct tire in¬ 
flation pressure for the 
load, a little more of the 
tire sits on the ground, 
significantly increasing 
the power delivery effi¬ 
ciency and decreasing 
fuel consumption," ex¬ 
plains Turner. 

Another way to save 
on fuel is to put off buy¬ 
ing those new tires for 
another year, if the old 
ones are still structurally 
sound and can still do the 
job, he says. "Long lugs 
are great for squeezing 
out the mud in wet con¬ 
ditions, but under good 
traction conditions, 
longer lugs just use more 
energy." 

Fuel efficiency is also 
affected by other tire fac¬ 
tors including overload¬ 
ing, tire type and number 
of tires used. Turner rec¬ 
ommends radials over 
bias-ply tires, as AgTech 
Centre and other studies 
show radials improve 
traction by six percent. 
Using duals and triples 
under normal field con¬ 
ditions can decrease fuel 
efficiency. 

For ideal tractor effi¬ 
ciency, match the trac¬ 
tor's power to the load 
being pulled, says 
Turner. But if that can't 
be done, farmers have 
another option to save 
on fuel while they're in 
the field. “When a load 
requires less than 70 per¬ 
cent of the tractor's 
power, a farmer can save 
fuel by shifting to a 


higher gear and slowing 
engine rpm to maintain 
the desired speed." 

This practice is some¬ 
times referred to as Gear 
Up, Throttle Back 
(GUTB). In GUTB mode, 
the engine is loaded cor¬ 
rectly, bringing it back to 
the 'sweet spot' where fuel 


is used most efficiently, he 
says. 

Weighting the tractor 
for fuel efficiency is also 
key. "Most farmers reach 
the upper limits of their 
tractor's power only 15 to 
20 percent of the time, 
making it essential to 
weight (ballast) the trac- 


Fuel is wasted because of 
the extra wheel revolu¬ 
tions. Finally, farmers 
should use the right fuel 
for the season, says 
Turner. Winter fuel is 
blended lighter, deliver¬ 
ing less energy per litre, 
so it shouldn’t be used in 
the summer.

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Annual crops Provide Emergency Pasture 


by Gordon Hutton, Forage* 
Crop Specialist, Airdrie 

With the dry conditions ex¬ 
perienced in 2000, many produc¬ 
ers are looking at pasture alter¬ 
natives in 2001 to provide rest 
for their existing range and tame 
pasture areas. Annual crops are 
the most common option to pro¬ 
vide emergency pasture. For 
most cropping areas spring and 
winter cereals provide the best 
alternative. Other annual crops 
such as Italian ryegrass can be 
used for annual pasture but are 
restricted to good moisture con¬ 
ditions. 

In developing annual cereal 
pastures we have basically three 
options. First we can seed a 
pure stand of spring cereal. Oats 
or barley are best suited to this 
with oats being the easier to 
manage for grazing. Spring ce¬ 
reals will be ready for grazing 
in about 5 to 6 weeks after seed¬ 
ing or when there is about 8 
inches of growth. Spring cere¬ 
als can generally provide graz¬ 
ing from mid June through to 
late July. 

A second option is to seed a 
mixture of spring and winter 
cereal. By combining the two ce¬ 
reals you can extend the poten¬ 
tial grazing period by adding the 
late season regrowth of the win¬ 
ter cereals. Oats are generally 
the best spring cereal option 
while for winter cereals fall rye, 
winter triticale or winter wheat 
can be used. Fall rye or winter 
triticale are more productive

Grizzlys hand out year 
end awards

Success is often measured in many ways. 

Despite being eliminated in the semi-finals of the Alberta 
Junior Hockey League playoffs by the Drayton Valley Thun¬ 
der 4-3 in a best-of-seven series, the Olds Grizzlys enjoyed a 
very successful season both on and off the ice. 

According to Grizzlys’ head coach and general manager, 
Brett Cox, the Grizzlys’ year was built around more than just 
the endeavours on the ice as the coaching staff and players 
were present within the community working closely with mi¬ 
nor hockey, schools and area businesses. Their presence was 
felt around the area as the support by the fans was tremen¬ 
dous throughout the regular schedule and into the playoffs. 

Besides honing the skills of the players, the Grizzlys or¬ 
ganization placed an emphasis in developing educational op¬ 
portunities. In working closely with National Collegiate Ath¬ 
letic Association scouts representing various hockey programs, 
five Grizzlys were able to obtain NCAA scholarships at 
various post secondary institutions in the United States. With 
a value of over $400,000 in NCAA scholarships, the Grizzlys 
established themselves as a leader in the AJHL in providing 
the players with educational possibilities. When the NCAA 
hockey season opens next year, four players from the 2000- 
2001 Grizzlys will be suiting up for different teams as four 
scholarships were awarded; Jared Mudryk, North Eastern 
University, Tyler Brosz, University of Minnesota-Duluth, 
David Erickson, Findlay and Colen Pappas, who played for 
the Grizzlys before being traded to the Bow Valley Eagles at 
the AJHL trading deadline, Bowling Green. 

At the annual Grizzlys’ year end awards ceremony held 
April 19 at the Olds Legion, Cox said the season, “was an 
incredible ride. 

"The players, the executive, the coaching staff, the volun¬ 
teers and all the fans should be very proud of this team,” said 
Cox. “Everyone associated with this organization is dedicated 
and committed in keeping the Grizzlys a viable identity in 
Olds. All the players on this team were a class act and obvi¬ 
ously this has to come from the parents, so parents give your¬ 
self a hand,” he said in complimenting the behavior of the 
players at the rink, in the community and on the road. 

"As president of the organization, I would like to congratu¬ 
late Brett on doing a heck of a job this season,” said Hugh 
Bodmer, who also commended the work put forth into the 
organization by business manager A1 Graham, who received 
the Volunteer of the Year Award. Graham has been involved 
with the team since its inception and will be retiring from 
active duty. 

Brosz was named as the Most Valuable Player as well as 
the Most Dedicated Player, which he shared with Aaron Sept, 
while Mudryk received the nod for the Rookie of the Year. The 

Best Defenceman was Erickson with Brent Kisio receiving 
the President’s Award. Kisio also shared the playoff Most Valu¬ 
able Player Award with Jason Steenbergen. Claiming the Rock 
Solid Award was Pat McDonald with Mike Gerstenbuhler win¬ 
ning the Unsung Hero Award. Two players, John Haggis and 
Derek Rupprecht were named the Most Improved Player, while 
Ryan Huddy won the Most Improved Forward and Sean Of¬ 
fers the Most Improved Defenceman. Cox, in his first year 
behind the bench of the Grizzlys, led them to their best finish 
in league play since the team won the 1994-1995 Centennial 
Cup, emblamatic of Junior A hockey supremecy in Canada. 

Throughout the season, Cox placed an emphasis on team 
play and this was significant as the Grizzlys were the second 
highest scoring team in league play with Brosz and Mudryk 
finishing within the top ten in scoring. 

Defensively, the Grizzlys were third in goals against aver¬ 
age and were among the leaders in short handed goals. 

The ink on the last scoresheet is barely dry and already the 
Grizzlys are preparing for the upcoming 2001-2002 season as 
the annual Spring Camp was held at the Olds Sportsplex from 
April 21-22. 

Approximately 100 Bantam and Midget aged players attended 
the camp in an effort to be invited back to the main camp 
commencing towards the end of August.When the first puck 
is dropped for the 2001-2002 season, fans can expect some 
familiar names in the line-up. as the Grizzlys will be recruit¬ 
ing players from Airdrie to Red Deer and from Three Hills to 
Sundre.

Senator Colin Kenny to hear Canadians’ 
reaction to government plan for tobacco 


Senator Colin Kenny, author 
of the private member’s bill ‘The 
Tobacco Youth Protection Act,’ 
announced his participation in 
a series of hearings to be held 
Monday, April 23, to Friday 
May 3, in Vancouver, Calgary, 
Edmonton, Toronto and Mon¬ 
treal to hear Canadians' reac¬ 
tion to the tobacco control plan 
recently announced by the fed¬ 
eral government. 

"Many Canadians have re¬ 
quested an opportunity to 
speak in support of Bill S-15 
and to address the govern¬ 
ment’s alternative which 
clearly is not enough," said 
Senator Kenny. 

"The government's an¬ 
nouncement is a political solu¬ 
tion to a health problem. What 
we need is a scientific a solu¬ 
tion," added the Senator. 

Senator Kenny has been in¬ 
strumental in getting the Sen¬ 
ate committee reviewing Bill S- 
15 to go to Canadians where 


they work and live to find out 
how they feel about the govern¬ 
ment's solution to a deadly 
problem. "Does the health com¬ 
munity find this to be suffi¬ 
cient? Is it a case of Bill S-15 
vs. S-15 light? That’s why we 
are holding the hearings," 
Kenny said. 

The tobacco control strategy 
recently announced by the Ca¬ 
nadian government offers $480 
million of taxpayers' money 
over a period of five years, or 
$96 million a year - consider¬ 
ably less than Bill S-15. The 
Bill would establish a founda¬ 
tion dedicated exclusively to re¬ 
ducing youth smoking and pre¬ 
serving the health of Canadian 
children. 

The foundation would be 
funded by a levy on the sale of 
all tobacco products. Current 
sales figures indicate the pro¬ 
posed levy would generate ap¬ 
proximately $360 million annu¬ 
ally in stable funding for re¬ 


search and education pro¬ 
grams. 

The Atlanta Centres For Dis¬ 
ease Control (CDC) estimates 
that a jurisdiction the size of 
Canada needs to spend between 
$9 and $22 per capita, depend¬ 
ing on the needs of the commu¬ 
nity, to run an effective youth 
anti-smoking campaign. 
Canada now spends $.66 per 
capita. 

Adding an extra $4 in excise 
tax on a carton of cigarettes, 
with only $1.41 of that going 
to tobacco control programs, 
doesn't measure up to the 
CDC's scientific standards. 

The reality is that nothing 
works with young people but 
well-funded, comprehensive 
programs. 

Efforts in California have 
reduced the youth smoking 
rate to 6.9 per cent. The rate 
in Massachusetts has dropped 
to 24 per cent since 1996. Elori- 
da's comprehensive program 


has resulted in a 40 per cent 
decline in smoking among jun¬ 
ior high students in only two 
years. 

California has pumped a sig¬ 
nificant amount of money into 
reversing a situation that used 
to be as bad as Canada's. It is 
now turning its aggressive anti¬ 
smoking campaign, the state 
estimates that it saved $8.4 bil¬ 
lion in health care costs di¬ 
rectly or indirectly attributable 
to smoking. The State reaped 
$3.62 for every dollar it spent 
on the program. 

The strain of tobacco-related 
diseases on Canada's overbur¬ 
dened health care system aver¬ 
ages $3 billion per year. Indi¬ 
rect costs exceed $7 billion. 
Canada could benefit from a 
comprehensive smoking cessa¬ 
tion program that saves lungs 
while it saved money. The to¬ 
bacco companies have agreed to 
it; the government has been re¬ 
luctant.
